Late Thursday afternoon as the hour 
approached for adjournment of U. S. 
court, at a time when the crowd usually 
dwindles, instead it was augmented 
There was a mysterious congregating 
of attorneys and court officials. 
So soon as there occurred an oppor- 
; tune pause in the proceedings Judge C. 


I A. Galbraith 
arose, addressed 
the 
court, referred to the probability that 
statehood changes would make this 
Judge Dickerson’s last session at Ada, 
and mentioned the cordial relations ex­ 
isting here between the bench and the 
bar, the unitorm courteous and consid­ 
erate treatm ent accorded members of 
the bar by the court. 
Then producing 
a handsome gold handled umbrella, 
Judge Galbraith said the local attor­ 
neys wished to present the Judge with 
a small token of their lasting esteem, 
“ trusting that wherever his lines may 
be cast the umbrella might protect him 
from 
showers of disaster—from all 
storms that may come hereafter.” 
Judge Dickerson was visibly affected. 
For some moments he did not make 
resjHinse. 
Regaining his composure, 
he began by telling the story of his 
coming to the territory: how while 
living happily with his little family in 
his Kansas home, suddenly without his 
knowledge, through the influence of a 
congressman 
friend, 
the 
territory 


judgeship was placed subject to his 
acceptance; how scant at first was his 
information touching the Territory and 
its people; how, coming thus among 
strange people who had no voice in his 
selection, he had vowed—while clothed 
with power over theirjlives and liberties 
and property—to in all things hew to 
line his conscience and the most pains­ 
taking care would indicate. 
“ In following this resolution, gentle­ 
men, I have done my best,” said Judge 
Dickerson. 
“ During my residence in the South­ 
ern D istrict,” continued the Judge, “ I 
have learned to love its people and to 
sympathize with their needs; 
lf ever 
there were a people who w*ere in crying 
need of statehood it is] these. 
Every 
day the necessity is brought home to 
me, when I see on the witness stand 
pitiful evidence of how the children are 
growing up in this country in densest 
ignorance—all for w*ant of a good pub­ 
lic school system .” 
In conclusion Judge Dickerson con­ 
g re g a te d the local baron its strength, 
the good fellowship and the profession­ 
al ethics prevailing among its mem­ 
bers, and assured them that he would 
ever preserve and tenderly cherish the 
! beautiful token of their regard for him. 
The presentation over, there was a 
general handshaking and exchange of 
best wishes.

Washington, Fob. 8—Representative 
! Murphy of Missouri yesterday intro- 
i duced a bill to repeal the act admitting 
j Oklahoma to statehood, on the ^’ground 
I that the constitutional convention of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory had 
failed to comply with the conditions of 
the joint statehood act. 
The bill fol­ 
low^: 
“ Whereas, The constitutional con­ 
vention of the proposed state of Okla­ 
homa now’ in session at Guthrie, failed 
and refused after organization to adopt 
on behalf of the people of the said 
proposed state, the constitution of the 
United States by the act of congress 
and, 
Whereas, By such failure the said 
convention is unauthorized to form a 
constitution and state government for 
said proposed state; and, 
Whereas, Said constitutional conven­ 
tion is attem pting to evade the act of 
congress by making a distinction in 
civil and political rights on account of 
race and color, and, 
Whereas, Said convention has squan­ 
dered the people’s money, appropriated 
By congress in unnecessary political 
bickerings, thereby leaving no fund to 
hold an election for the ratification or 
rejection of the proposed constitution ; 
and, 
Whereas, The said convention has 
wholly disregarded and ignored the 
disbursing officer of the government as 
provided by congress; and, 
Whereas the said 
convention has 
demonstr ited its unfitness and incapa­ 
city to frame a constitution for said 
proposed state; therefore be it resolved: 


Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 8.—That feature 
of the suffrage provision which gives 
the right of ballot to soldiers of the 
army and navy, citizens at the time of 
their enlistment, adopted Wednesday, 
was reconsidered by the Constitutional 
convention yesterday and stricken out, 
which firmly established a distinguish­ 
ing line between the civil and military 
rights. 
In the debate frequent refer­ 
ences w’ere made to disturbances at 
polling places in the vicinity of Okla­ 
homa military jiosts on election davs, 
and the necessity of citizen guards to 
prevent soldiers from voting. 
Under 
the provision as adopted Wednesday it 
was asserted as possible for a dischar­ 
ged regim ent of soldiers, re-enlisted 
in Oklahoma, to go to the polls and 
influence the result of election. 


With the original provision before 
the convention it*was stipulated there 
should be no discrimination against the 
state militia. 
In the judicial system report resi­ 


dence in the Territory to comprise the 
state for those eligible to the district 
court bench was reduced from three to 
two years. 
The convention refused to modify the 
requirement 
of legal knowledge and 
licence to practice law for these to be 
elected County Judges. 
Arkansas re­ 
quires a man to be of good habits and 
posess a business education, and Kan­ 
as and Colorado say he shall be only a 
resilient. 
A provision to make county 
Judges e.\-offici<> County Commissioners 
was also defeated. 
Mr. Cobb, delegate from Sapulpa 
yesterday presented a proposition from 
the people of that place to donate 160 
acres of land for a state capital site, 
with free heat and w ater for fifty 
years. 
They also donate 100,000 for a 
capitol building. 
Secretary Eilsyn has advices from 
Washington authorizing him to con­ 
tinue paying contingent expenses of 
the convention until the present ap­ 
p ro p riates is exhausted.

THE JUDGE APPROPRIATELY 


REMEMBERED BY THE BAR 


Late Thursday afternoon as the hour 


approached for adjournment of U. S. 
court, at a time when the crowd usually 
dwindles, instead it was augmented 
There was a mysterious congregating 
of attorneys and court officials. 


So soon as there occurred an oppor- 


tune pause in the proceedings Judge C. 
A. Galbraith 
arose, addressed the 


court, referred to the probability that 
statehood changes would make this 
Judge Dickerson's last session at Ada, 
and mentioned the cordial relations ex- 
isting here between the bench and the 
bar, the Uniterm courteous and consid- 
erate treatment accorded members of 
the bar by the court. Then producing 
a handsome gold handled umbrella, 
Judge Galbraith said the local attor- 
neys wished to present the Judge with 
a small token of their lasting esteem, 


'trusting that wherever his lines may 
be cast the umbrella might protect him 
from 
showers of disaster—from all 


storms that may come hereafter*'' 


Judge Dickerson was visibly affected. 


For some moments he did not make 
response. 
Regaining his composure, 


he began by telling, the- story of his 
coming to the territory: how while 
living happily with his little family in 
his Kansas home, suddenly without his 
knowledge, through the influence of a 
congressman 
friend, 
the 
territory 


judgeship was placed subject ta his 
acceptance; how scant at first was his 
information touching the Territory and 
its people; how, coming thus among 
strange people who had no voice in his 
selection, he had vowed—while clothed 
with power over theirjlives and liberties 
and property—to in all things hew to 
line his conscience and the most pains- 
taking care would indicate. 


"In following this resolution, gentle- 


men, I have done my best," said Judge 
Dickerson. 


'During my residence in the South- 


ern District," continued the Judge, "I 
have learned to love its people and to 
sympathize with their needs; If ever 
there were a people who were in crying 
need of statehood it isj these. Every 
day the necessity is brought home to 
me, when I see on the witness stand 
pitiful evidence of how the children are 
growing up in this country in densest 
ignorance—all for want of a good pub- 
lic school system.'' 


In conclusion Judge Dickerson con- 


gratnlatedthe local baron its strength, 
the good fellowship and the profession- 
al ethics prevailing among its mera- 
bera, and assured them that he would 
ever preserve and tendirly cherish the 
beautiful token of their regard for him. 
The presentation over, there was a 


general handshaking and exchange of 
best wishes.

The following is text of a memorial 


to congress offered by Delegate Carl- 
ton Weaver and adopted this week by 
the constitutional convention: 


To the congress of the United States 


To the President Theodore Roosevelt. 


Whereas the special senate committee 


on Indian affairs has recommended the 
removal of restrictions upon the alien- 
ation of surplus allotments and other 
lands in the Indian Territory, and, 


Whereas the material interest of all 


the people of Indian Territory as well 
as the state at large, depend upon 
broad and equitable distribution of the 
landed interest, and, 


Wheaeas, a great amount of said 


lands are at present controlled by land 
companies and speculators, under ob- 
noxious lease system, and, 


Whereas unless prohibited by the 


congress, said land companies and spec* 
ulators will gam control of a vast 
amount of Indian lands, which will re- 
sult in large holdings and land monopo- 
lies. 


Therefore, .be it resolved, that we, 


the representatives of the people of 
the Indian Territory, in convention as- 
sembled, do respectfully pray that the 
sale of aleniated lands be restricted so 
as to prohibit land or lease monopolies, 
and to permit any natural persons to 
become;purchasers or lessees thereof, 
and then only of such limited amounts 
as »ill guarantee a broad and equitable 
distribution. 


Resolved that a copy of this memor- 


ial be forwarded to both congress and 
the President of the United States. 


INTRODUCES BILL TO 


REPEAL ENABLING ACT 


Washington, Feb. 8—Representative 


Murphy of Missouri yesterday 
intro- 


duced a bill to repeal the act admitting 
Oklahoma to statehood, on the Aground 
that the constitutional convention of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory had 
failed to comply with the conditions of 
the joint statehood act. The bill fol- 
lows: 
' 'Whereas, The constitutional con- 


vention of the proposed state of Okla- 
homa now in session at Guthrie, failed 
and refused after organization to adopt 
on behalf of the people of the said 
proposed state, the constitution of the 
United States by the act of congress 
and, 


Whereas, By such failure the said 


convention is unauthorized to form a 
constitution and state government for 
said proposed state; and, 


Whereas, Said constitutional conven- 


tion is attempting to evade the act of 
congress by making ^a. distinction in 
civil and political rights on account of 
race and color, and, 


Whereas, Said convention has squan- 


dered the people's money, appropriated 
by congress in unnecessary political 
bickerings, thereby leaving no fund to 
hold an election for the ratification or 
rejection of the proposed constitution; 
and, 


Whereas, The said convention has 


wholly disregarded and ignored the 
disbursing officer of the government as 
provided by congress; and, 


Whereas the said 
convention has 


demonstrated its unfitnesd and incapa- 
city to frame a constitution for said 
proposed state; therefore be it resolved; 


That the act entitled an act to en- 


able the people of Oklahoma and of 
Indian Territory to form a state etc* 
approved June 16, 1906, be and the 
same is hereby repealed. "

CUT OUT SOLDIER BOYS 


FROM SUFFRAGE RIGHTS 


Guthrie, Ok., Feb. 8.—That featuBe 


of the aaffrage provision which gives 
the right of ballot to soldiers of the 
army and navy, citizens at the time of 
their enlistment, adopted Wednesday, 
was reconsidered by the Constitutional 
convention yesterday and stricken out, 
which firmly established a distinguish- 
ing line between the civil and military 
rights. In the debate frequent refer- 
ences were made to disturbances at 
polling places in the vicinity of Okla- 
homa military posts on election days, 
and the necessity of citizen guards to 
prevent soldiers from voting. Under 
the provision as adopted Wednesday it 
was asserted as possible for a dischar- 
ged regiment of soldiers, re-enlisted 
in Oklahoma, to go to the polls and 
influence tbe result of election. 


With the original provision before 


the convention it1 was stipulated there 
should be no discrimination against the 
state militia. 


In the judicial system report resi- 


! dence in the Territory to comprise the 
' state for those eligible to the district 
| court bench was reduced from three to 
two years. 


The convention refused to modify the 


requirement of legal knowledge and 
licence to practice law for these to be 
elected County Judges. 
Arkansas re- 


quires a man to be of good habits and 
posess a business education, and Kan- 
as and Colorado say he shall be only a 
resident. A provision to make county 
J»dges ex-officio County Commissioners 
was also defeated. 


Mr. Cobb, delegate from Sapulpa 


yesterday presented a proposition from 
the people of that place to donate 160 
acres of land for a state capital site, 
with free heat and water for fifty 
years 
They also donate 100,000 for a 


Capitol building. 


Secretary Eilsyn has advices from

REMEMBERED BY THE BAR 


Late Thursday afternoon as the hour 


approached for adjournment of U. S. 
court, at a time when the crowd usually 
dwindles, instead it was augmented 
There was a mysterious congregating 
of attorneys and court officials. 


So soon as there occurred an oppor- 


tune pause in the proceedings Judge C. 
A. Galbraith 
arose, addressed the 


court, referred to the probability that 
statehood changes would make this 
Judge Dickerson's last session at Ada, 
and mentioned the cordial relations ex- 
isting here between the bench and the 
bar, the uniform courteous and consid- 
erate treatment accorded members of 
the bar by the court. Then producing 
a handsome gold handled umbrella, 
Judge Galbraith said the local attor- 
neys wished to present the Judge with 
a small token of their lasting esteem, 
"trusting that wherever his lines may 
be cast the umbrella might protect him 
from 
showers of disaster—from all 


storms that may come hereafter.'' 


Judge Dickerson was visibly affected. 


For some i&oments he did not make 
response. 
Regaining his composure, 


he began by telling, the- story of his 
coming to the territory: how while 
living happily with his little family in 
his Kansas home, suddenly without his 
knowledge, through the influence of a 
congressman 
friend, 
the 
territory 


judgeship was placed subject ta his 
acceptance; how scant at first was his 
information touching the Territory and 
its people; how, coming thus among 
strange people who had no voice in his 
selection, he had vowed—while clothed 
with power over theirjlives and liberties 
and property—to in all things hew to 
line his conscience and the most pains- 
taking care would indicate. 


"In following this resolution, gentle- 


men, I have done my best," said Judge 
Dickerson. 


"During my residence in the South- 


ern District," continued the Judge, "I 
have learned to love its people and to 
sympathize with their needs; If ever 
there were a people who were in crying 
need of statehood it isj these. 
Every 


day the necessity is brought home to 
me, when I see on the witness stand 
pitiful evidence of how the children are 
growing up in this country in densest 
ignorance—all for want of a good pub- 
lic school system." 


In conclusion Judge Dickerson con- 


gratnlatedthe local baron its strength, 
the good fellowship and the profession- 
al ethics prevailing among its mem- 
bers, and assured them that he would 
ever preserve and tendirly cherish the 
beautiful token of their regard for him. 
The presentation over, there was a 


general handshaking and exchange of 
Beat wishes.

to congress offered by Delegate Carl- 
ton Weaver and adopted this week by 
the constitutional convention: 


To the congress of the United States 


To the President Theodore Roosevelt. 


Whereas the special senate committee 


on Indian affairs has recommended the 
removal of restrictions upon the alien- 
ation of surplus allotments and other 
lands in the Indian Territory, and, 


Whereas the material interest of all 


the people of Indian Territory as well 
as the state at large, depend upon 
broad and equitable distribution of the 
landed interest, and, 


Wheaeas, a great amount of said 


lands are at present controlled by land 
companies and speculators, under ob- j 
noxious lease system, and, 
' 


Whereas unless prohibited by the 


congress, said land companies and spec- 
ulators will gam control of a vast 
amount of Indian lands, which will re- 
sult in large holdings and land monopo- 
lies. 


Therefore, be it resolved, that we, 


the representatives of the people of 
the Indian Territory, in convention as- 
sembled, do respectfully pray that the 
sale of aleniated lands be restricted so 
as to prohibit land or lease monopolies, 
and to permit any natural persons to 
become^purchasers or lessees thereof, 
and then only of such limited amounts 
as ttill guarantee a broad and equitable 
distribution. 


Resolved that a copy of this memor- 


ial be forwarded to both congress and 
the President of the United States. 


INTRODUCES BILL TO 


REPEAL ENABLING ACT 


Washington, Feb. 8—Representative 


Murphy of Missouri yesterday 
intro- 


duced a bill to repeal the act admitting 
Oklahoma to statehood, on the Aground 
that the constitutional convention of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory had 
failed to comply with the conditions of 
the joint statehood act. The bill fol- 
lows: 


"Whereas, The constitutional con- 


vention of the proposed state of Okla- 
homa now in session at Guthrie, failed 
and refused after organization to adopt 
on behalf of the people of the said 
proposed state, the constitution of the 
United States by the act of congress 
and, 


Whereas, By such failure the said 


convention is unauthorized to form a 
constitution and state government for 
said proposed state; and, 


Whereas, Said constitutional conven- 


tion is attempting to evade the act of 
congress by making sa distinction in 
civil and political rights on account of 
race and color, and, 


Whereas, Said convention has squan- 


dered the people's money, appropriated 
by congress in unnecessary political 
bickerings, thereby leaving no fund to 
nold an election for the ratification or 
rejection of the proposed constitution; 
and, 


Whereas, The said convention has 


wholly disregarded and ignored the 
disbursing officer of the government as 
provided by congress; and, 


Whereas the said 
convention has 


demonstrated its unfltness and incapa- 
city to frame a constitution for said ' not Paid> 


That the act entitled an act to en- 


able the people of Oklahoma and of 
Indian Territory to form a state etc' 
approved June 16, 1906, be and the 
same is hereby repealed. "
